The Big Red defense was the focal point 
of the team , constantly limiting teams to 1 0 points or less. On the line, Gaston, Denbo, McClendon, Titus Thomas, and Jason 
Powell helped to thwart the offense. Ends David Cate,Will Bartholomew, and Tyler Coleman, along with linebackers Dan 
McGugin and Aaron Lara helped to keep the opposition in check. The defensive backs, led by Daniel Johnson, Fuller, Blake 
Sloan, Hanley Sayers, Duke Rose, Steele Y ancey and Will Mclnnes, proved to be an asset for the defense. The 1 995 Varsity

Following the Middle 
Tennessee Grand Championships, in which we finished fourth, the Big Red had several dual 
meets cancelled; however, a cocky Brentwood Academy team dared show their faces, and 
despite the publicity surrounding them, the Big Red defeated the “Small Class” State 
Champion Eagles. 

The post-season saw the Big Red qualify eleven wrestlers for the State Tournament, the 
most in recent MBA history. The increase in state qualifiers was a tribute to the team’s steady 
improvement throughout the season. In the State Tournament, both Alan Roe and Will 
Bartholomew finished an impressive fifth in their weight classes. Bartholomew, who lost in 
the quarterfinals, fought his way back through Will West, last year’s State runner-up. 
Bartholomew defeated West by what will be forever known as The Throw. Along with our 
twelfth-place State finish. The Throw foreshadows great things to come for the Big Red in 
the years ahead.

The 95-96 shooting season was one marked by remarkable progress for the MBA Riflery 
Program. For the better part of fifty years, MBA has competed in a small bore league at 
Vanderbilt. For the first time, however, the six-year-old air rifle team was combined with the small 
bore program. 

In air rifle competition, the team enjoyed its most successful year to date, entering twelve 
matches total which is more than the previous five years combined. The team entered five separate 
tournaments and placed first or second in all except one. In one-on-one matches, the team did very 
well, compiling a 4-2 record against teams from Alabama, Georgia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, and California. On the trip to Georgia and Alabama, the team shot against three of 
the best teams in the South- Creekside High School, Carver High School, and Huffman High in 
Birmingham. The team suffered defeat only from Creekside, beating the other two teams handily. 

With small bore rifles, the team expanded its horizons. On two separate occasions, the 
team competed in matches with small bore rifles at Tennessee Tech in Cookville, placing second in 
both. Joined by senior Daniel Rivers, the team also competed in the league competition at 
Vanderbilt. The team had a rough time in the first four matches and could only manage a third- 
place finish. However, in the last match before the State competition, the team broke ahead of 
recent powerhouse FRA and took first place. In the State competition a week later, the team of 
David Gregory, Daniel Rivers, Andrew Esterday, and Andrew Thomison dethroned FRA, last 
year’s state champions. In the individual competition, MBA had all four shooters in the top ten and 
took first and third place as well. 

The team’s future looks very good. With only one senior graduating and a pool of over 
twenty BB gun shooters from which to draw, the team has excellent prospects for even more 
improvement. “When you think of what we accomplished with one senior, two freshmen, and two 
eighth graders,” said Coach Lujan, “you know the future is bright for the MBA rifle program.”

AT THE BEGINNING of 1996 season, the MBA track 
team was determined to extend its two-year stint as region 
champions to an unprecedented third-consecutive year. The loss 
of several athletes to graduation and the emergence of Hunters 
Lane and Maplewood as formidable region foes, however, made 
this a daunting goal. With outstanding senior leadership and the 
strongest shot putter in TSSAA history, MBA was able to over- 
come several early season disappointments and achieve a third- 
consecutive region title. 

Undoubtedly, MBA’s success in field events provided a 
strong foundation upon which the Big Red was able to achieve this 
goal. Under the leadership of Senior David Cate and Junior shot 
putter Scott Denbo, the MBA field event team dominated the 
region. Other valuable participants included Will Bartholomew 
(shot put), John Ozier (pole vault), Harwell Horton (discus), Paul 
Russell (high jump), and Max Fuller (pole vault). After breaking 
some records (some set by his own father), Scott Denbo placed 
first in the Optimist, Banner, Region, and State track meets, setting 
a new state record in the process. Will Bartholomew and John 
Ozier also went on to participate in the state meet. 

The running events were anchored by a strong middle and 
long distance team led by Seniors James Gunn, Jim Alley, Scott 
Bowen, and Stephen Wall. After winning the mile in both the 
Optimist and the Banner relays, James Gunn impressed the crowd 
in the region with his first-place finish in the mile and second- 
place finish in the 800m run. He went on to represent MBA in 


these two events at the state track meet, where he finished a 
respectable sixth (800m) and fifth (1600m). Scott Bowen (3200m 
relay, 1 mile, and 2 mile), Jim Alley (3200m relay and 2 mile), 
Stephen Wall (3200 relay), Russell Taber (3200m relay), and 
David Dean (3200m relay, 1 mile, and 2 mile) were also fre- 
quently top finishers. In the face of stiff competition. Our 
sprinting team also performed well under the leadership of senior 
Jon David Daniell (400m relay, 400m, and 1600m relay) and 
sophomore Michael Higgins (400m relay, 400m, 1600m relay), a 
second-place finisher in the 400m who qualified to run in the 
state track meet as well. Other valuable tracksters included 
Stephen Marler with his second-place finish in the region 
decathlon and participation in the hurdles and 1600m relay, Blake 
Sloan (1600m relay). Will Alexander (800m relay and 1600m 
relay), David McIntosh (400m relay), Leland Prevost (400m 
relay), Steele Yancey (800m relay), and Michael Eskind (800m 
relay and 1 10m hurdles). 

Because of the hard work of all these runners and the 
expertise of coaches Pruitt, Compton, and Corzine, MBA placed 
an impressive first in the Doug Hall Relays and second in the 
Optimist and Banner relays. With this short, yet impressive 
record under their belts, the MBA track team went on to out- 
throw, outrun, and out-jump fifteen other teams to dominate the 
region and capture first place for the third year in a row, thus 
ending yet another successful year for the Big Red track team.

The 1996 MBA Lacrosse season had its ups and downs, highlights and disappoint- 
ments. The Big Red opened the season at home on a Friday night in nine-degree weather with 
our biggest crowd of the year. In what would turn out to be our most impressive victory, MBA 
defeated the Perkiomen School of Pennsylvania 22-3. From there, MBA, with the exception 
of a few key starters, took its annual Spring Break trip, this year to North Carolina and 
Virginia, where we lost to some very skilled opponents such as Durham Academy and St. 
Christophers. These setbacks did not deter the Big Red. In our next home game on a Friday 
night with another greatly appreciated crowd, MBA came on strong and defeated crosstown 
rival Brentwood 17-4. MBA then tried to accept the challenge of playing Upper Arlington in 
Cincinnati, one of the top-ten teams in the country. Despite a bad loss, the Big Red continued 
on its undefeated course in the state of Tennessee. In this eight-game stretch, MBA put 
together back-to-back 12-0 shutouts against Christian Brothers of Memphis and against 
Brentwood. Also, the Big Red pulled out an 8-7 win in the final minute of a home game 
against Memphis University School. This streak advanced MBA to the top seed in the coming 
state tournament. For the semifinals on Friday night 17 May, MBA had to play Christian 
Brothers again, the team that defeated the Big Red in the previous year’s state championship 
final. MBA managed a 7-5 win to advance to the finals. In the championship game on 
Saturday, MBA never really got anything going. We stayed behind the entire game, hampered 
by penalties and injuries, and suffered a 7-5 loss. For the second year in a row MBA accepted 
the Tennessee State Lacrosse Association Runner-Up Trophy. Several players gained All-Star 
honors and Tyler Coleman was named an All-American. 

The Varsity team this year was comprised of seniors Kirk Howell (goalie), Jesse 
Neil (midfielder), Carson Kaesar (face-off specialist), and Will Parsons (midfielder); juniors 
Aaron Ferguson (attackman), Jarrett Carden (midfielder), Tyler Coleman (defenseman), Gregg

(backup goalie); sophomores Clay Callison (midfielder), Justin Janco (attackman), Dan

Several weekends later, the team competed in the Districts tournament, the 
qualifier for competition at the National Forensic League's Nationals tournament 
in June. This year, MBA qualified more people than ever before, including two 
policy debate teams, Lincoln-Douglas alternates, and participants in individual 
events. In April, Michael and Brian won second place in the Michigan Round 
Robin for Juniors, a tournament that invited the top seven all-junior teams from 
across the country. At the conclusion of the year, Brian, Nathan, and Ben all were 
invited to the Tournament of Champions at the University of Kentucky; this 
competition takes place every year and invites the top teams from across the 
country to compete. 

In summary, tlie MBA Debate team had a superb year. "I was excited by 
the team's performance," noted Coach Alan Coverstone, "especially given the 
relative inexperience...." Coach Billy Tate added that he expects nothing but 
improvement next year, especially considering the wide variety of programs 
available for debaters this summer. "Next year promises to be a banner year from 
top to bottom," said Mr. Tate. In conclusion, much of MBA's success can be 
attributed to fantastic coaching; Mr. Coverstone, Mr. DeYoung, and Gordon Hull 
did an excellent job leading the team to victory. Their work ethic and commitment 
have been an inspiration to us all. The entire team extends its thanks to them. 
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This school year was a banner 
year for the MBA visual arts 
department. While the strength of 
the program lies in the day-to-day 
activities, MBA students were 
recognized on the local, state, and 
national level. In the annual 
Scholastic Art Competition held at 
Cheekwood in January, MBA 
students in grades 7-12 captured 
almost a quarter of the awards 
given in that competition. Three of 
the five Hallmark awards went to 
Kenshin Ichikawa, Joe Montgom- 
ery, and Chris Jackson. A special 
Judges Merit went to Michael 
Griffin. Overall, MBA received 
twenty-nine gold, sixteen silver, 
and eighteen merit awards.

The purpose of the Junior Honor Society is to 
recognize those students who have distin- 
guished themselves academically during their 
early years at MBA. In order to be eligible, a 
student must have three consecutive semesters 
with an average of 90, each semester during 
the 7th-8th, 8th-9th, and 9th- 10th grades. 
These semester averages must be earned at 
MBA and cannot be transferred from a previ- 
ous school’s records.

Founded in 1954, the 
fraternity recognizes outstanding 
juniors and seniors for their unflag- 
ging support and contributions to the 
school community. To be eligible for 
Totomoi, a junior or senior must 
have shown outstanding service and 
leadership in the following areas:

At- 
taining Totomoi status is considered 
one of greatest achievements for an 
MBA student.
